REMISSION OF THE FEE vide PARAGRAPH 7 
BELOW. 

NOTE 3.—A candidate must send the Treasury Receipt, 
in original, along with his application. Duplicate/triplicate 
copies of the Treasury Receipt will not be accepted. 

(ii) A CERTIFICATE OF AGE.—The date of birth 
ordinarily accepted by the Commission is that entered 
in the Matriculation Certificate or in the Secondary School 
Leaving Certificate or in a certificate recognised by an 
Indian University as equivalent to Matriculation or in 
an extract from a Register of Matriculates maintained by 
a University, which extract must be certified by the proper 
authority of the University. The expression 'Matricula¬ 
tion Certificate' in this part of the instructions must be 
understood as including these alternative certificates.
